MEETING IN CHARGE 
OF ALLIANCE CABINET 


When William F. Qalbreath, in his 
eighty fifth year, started 
down 
the 
cedar steps at his home in Alliance 
early I riuay morning, he in some man­ 
ner slipped and fell to the cellar floor 
below, sustaining injuries so serious 
that his death ensued at J o’clock, two 
or three hours atter the accident, thus 
bringing to a tragic close the long ||f« 
of a native of Columbiana county and
